CHICANO ORIGIN: 


Chichimec or Chihuahua 


Ed. note: This article was so- 
licited from Mr. Paul Ashenbren- 
ner, the instructor of the Mexi- 
can-American history class. It is 
an expression of two views re- 
garding the origin of the word 
“Chicano.” 

The origin of the word “Chi- 
cano” cannot be traced to one 
person or any time period. I 
have heard many different the- 
ories as to the origin of the word, 
but I will relate two of the 
more credible theories. 

The first theory comes from a 
Chicano in San Francisco who is 
active for La Causa.. He main- 
tains that the word stems from 
the Chichimec culture in Mexi- 
co. 

In the history of the Aztecs, 
they originated from a place in 
Northwestern’ Mexico which 
they called Atzlan between 1100 
and 1300 A.D. They began a 
historic journey southward to 
settle at a place where they 


found an eagle with a serpent in 
its mouth sitting on a cactus. 
While on this journey, they took 
part in the overthrow of the Tol- 
tec civilization. 

Chicano became, therafter, a 
term applied to a number of 
barbarian invaders from the 
north. 

In Spanish, Chichimec is 
called Chichimecano and from 
this word the shortened form 
Chicano may have evolved. 

The second theory is that the 
term “Mexicano,” which is. Span- 
ish for Mexican and Chihuahua, 
which is a state and also the 
name of the largest city in 
northern Mexico have become 
amalgamated into the term Chi- 
cano. 

If this theory of the origin is 
true, then this term was prob- 
ably used by Mexican-Americans 
in Texas in reference to them- 
selves.
